The defense in the Dennery 
case

and when court adjourned at 6 o'clock 
the attorney's were well satisfied with 
their day's work. 
Dennery's 
story 


made a distinct impression in his fa- 
vor while the testimony of 
Walter 


Swales for the prosecution was shot 
all to pieces. 
Better still, for Den- 


nery, was the testimony of Manager 
McGinnig, Clerk Arnold and the por- 
ter at The Dimeling. 


In Tom Shade's story of his iden- 


tification of the "Big Swede" as the 
murderer of Rowles he said the man 
who did the shooting wore a short 
or half length overcoat. 
The testi- 


mony of the three witnesses all of 
whom had seen Dennery the day of 
the murder, said he not only did not 
wear an overcoat but never had on* 
all the time he was employed at the 
hotel. 


At the 
conclusion 
of 
Dennery's 


cross examination the defense then 
started their line of corroboration of 
remarkably clear story he told on the 
stand of his actions on the day of the 
murder and the time since then. They 
followed him to Hastings and called 
Mott, the man he stayed with there; 
the fireman at the boiler house at Pat- 
ton was the next witnessse and he was 
was followed by the 
barkeeper at 


Cresson who told him of the job at the 
brewery and the brewery man from 
•whom, Dennery said he solicited a job. 
All testified to his having been at 
these places about the time he said 
he-was there.

Ice Co., who employed him packing ice 
after his release from the Hollidays- 
burg jail and the man who paid him 
and took his receipt

Sheriff Riddle of Blair county, was 


called and produced the commitment 
to Hollidays'burg of William Dennery 
and stated that the "Big Swede" was 
that man. 


Constable Anthony M. Gorman of

the defense. 


The defense declared that the testi- 


mony of Murphy and old John Mit- 
chell, two of the hoboes who were at 
the hobo camp and brick yard the day 
and night of the murder was neces- 
sary to the defense but claimed that 
the commonwealth had assured them 
that these men would be subpoenaed 
and brought back but same had not

This case is one of

longest 


drawn out and hardest fought murder 
trials in the county's history and is 
attracting large crowds to the court 
room daily.

His exposition, explanation and de- 


finition of thc homicidal laws of Penn- 
sylvania as embodied in his charge to 
the jury in a murder trial has attract- 
ed wide attention among judges and 
attorneys throughout the state, and 
by reason of his special talent in this 
regard has been called upon to pre- 
side over a number of murder trials in 
other counties. To Judge Bell's great 
credit it must also be said that in not 
a single^ instance has a new trial been 
granted or an appeal taken. 


The defense in the Dennery 
case 


called Middleton, a constable of Du- 
Bois who testified to the capture of 
Allen and Wilson on a freight at 
Rockton. He said they were taken to 
the Rockton station and from there to 
DuBois on a freight. Allen complain- 
ed of the treatment given him believ- 
ing he should have his hands released 
as he was wounded and could do noth- 
ing. He said thc officers were afraid. 
Middleton said his hand was released 
for a minute or so; he put his hand 
in his right 'hand pocket after which 
they handcuffed him.

rested Allen wore a short black over- 
coat, a dark slouch hat. tan

CASE WILL GO TO JURY LATE TOMORROW 


The defense in the Dennery case 


scored heavily 
Saturday 
afternoon 


and when court adjourned at 6 o'clock 
the attorney's were well satisfied with 
their day's work. 
Dennery's 
story 


made a distinct impression in his fa- 
vor while the testimony of 
Walter 


Swales for the prosecution was shot 
all to pieces. 
Better still, for Den- 


nery, was the testimony of Manager 
McGinnig, Clerk Arnold and the por- 
ter at The Dimeling. 


In Tom Shade's story of his iden- 


tification of the "Big Swede" as the 
murderer of Rowles he said the man 
who did the shooting wore a short 
or half length overcoat. 
The testi- 


mony of the three witnesses all of 
whom had seen Dennery the day of 
the murder, said he not only did not 
wear an overcoat but never had on* 
all the time lie was employed at the 
hotel. 


At the 
conclusion 
of 
Dennery's 


cross examination the 
defense then 


started their line of corroboration of 
remarkably clear story he told on the 
stand of his actions on the day of the 
murder and the time since then. They 
followed him to Hastings and called 
Mott, the man he stayed with there; 
the fireman at the boiler house at Pat- 
ton was the next witnessse and he was 
was followed by the 
barkeeper at 


Cresson who told him of the job at the 
brewery and the brewery man from 
whom, Dennery said he solicited a job. 
All testified to his having been at 
these place* about the time he said 
he-was there. 


The superintendent of the Penna. 


Ice Co., who employed him packing ice 
after his release from the Hollidays- 
burg jail and the man who paid him 
and took his receipt 
therefor were 


next called and further corroborated 
the story. 


Sheriff Riddle of Blair county, was 


called and produced the commitment 
to Hollidaysburg of William Dennery 
and stated that the "Big Swede" was 
that man. 


Constable Anthony M. Gorman of 


LaJose was then called and told of his 
efforts to subpoena the witnesses for 
the defense. 


The defense declared that the testi- 


mony of Murphy and old John Mit- 
chell, two of the hoboes who were at 
the hobo camp and brick yard the day 
and night of the murder was neces- 
sary to the defense but claimed that 
the commonwealth had assured them 
that these men would be subpoenaed 
and brought back but same had not 
been done. The district attorney said 
no such promise had been made and 
Mr. Gleason for the defense insisted 
that he had told him personally that 
he would have the men brought here 
for the trial. 
The district attorney 


again denied the allegation and Mr. 
Gleaaon askrd that be be sworn and 
given a chance to go on record as to 
the truth of his assertion. 
He was 


sworn as a witness and made the 
statement under oath that the district 
attorney told him in his office on Mon- 
day. Sept. 18th that he would bring 
these men back. 
Mr. Welch was 


just as positive he did not say so. At 
the conclusion of Mr. Gleason's story 
Judge Smith said it was an unfortu- 
nate occurrence and asked to have Mr 
Gleason withdraw his testimony and 
when refused asked the court to order 
it stricken out. 
Judge Bell said the 


jury had already heard it and it was 
no use to strike it out, but that the 
commonwealth had its 
remedy, and 


accordingly after the defendant's side 
of the case is heard District Attorney 
Welch will be sworn and allowed to 
make hts denial under oath. 
At this 


point the defense called Stenographer 
John M. Bain and Court Reportr H 
B. Gaulin to the stand in turn and of- 
fered the notes of the testimony taken 
at the coroner's inquest, the heannjr 
of Wilson and Allen before the jus- 
tice and at the two former trials, the 
purpose being to show jury the dis- 
crepancies in testimony of Shade, Kel- 
ly and Swailes at that time and that 
given in this trial. 
The 
common- 


wealth battered hard to keep it 
ou; 


but Judge Bell overruled the objec- 
tion and this testimony v.is allowed 
to go in. 


At this point court adjourned until 


Monday morning at 9 o'clock, the at- 


torneys being glad to avail themselves 
of the opportunity of a day's rest 
from their strenuous labors. 


This case is one of 
the 
longest 


drawn out and hardest fought murder 
trials in the county's history and is 
attracting large crowds to the court 
room daily. 


Judge Bell is presiding in his usual 


alert, impartial manner and watches 
every move of the opposing counsel 
with the keenness that has character- 
ized him in all the many homicide 
trials he has been called upon to pre- 
side over during his 
almost three 


years service as a judge.

His exposition, explanation and de- 


finition of the homicidal laws of Penn- 
sylvania as embodied in his charge to 
the jury in a murder trial has attract- 
ed wide attention among judges and 
attorneys throughout the state, and 
by reason of his special talent in this 
regard has been called upon to pre- 
side over a number of murder trials in 
other counties. To Judge Bell's great 
credit it must also be said that in not 
a single^ instance has a new trial been 
granted or an appeal taken. 


The defense in the Dennery 
case 


called Middleton, a constable of Du- 
Bois who testified to the capture of 
Allen 
and Wilson on a freight at 


Rockton. He said they were taken to 
the Rockton station and from there to 
DuBois on a freight. Allen complain- 
ed of the treatment given him believ- 
ing he should have his hands released 
as he was wounded and could do noth- 
ing. He said the officers were afraid. 
Middleton said his hand was released 
for a minute or so; he put his hand 
in his right 'hand pocket after which 
they handcuffed him. 


When Allen and Wilson were ar- 


rested Allen wore a short black over- 
coat, a dark slouch hat. tan 
shoes 


blackened. 
Wilson wore a dark hat. 


Attorney Gleason asked that District 
Attorney Welch produce the overcoat. 
Welch stated he was unable to do so 
as he had given Allen the overcoat to 
wear last Friday evening on his trip 
to the Western penitentiary. 


Constable Sullivan was next called 


and said he heard the two men in a 
car. 
He secured a light and as he 


was crawling over the front end of 
the car Allen fired two shots, one of 
them taking effect. 


J. W. Sullivan brakeman on the 


train which carried the man to DuBois 
was called. 
He said they rode the 


caboose. 
That during the trip he 


tried to make Allen comfortable by 
putting his head on a pillow. 
After 


they left the train he found $2:2 in the 
caboose about where Allen's cot had 
been. 
The money was produced by 


the commonwealth and Sullivan said 
it was of the same denomination. He 
said he also found a red handkerchief 
which was produced and identified. He 
corroborated Middlcton's testimony as 
to the release of Allen's hand and his 
placing his hand in his right hand poc- 
ket. 
The money and handkerchief 


were put in evidence by the defense. 
At this stage of the trial the common- 
wealth admitted that Pr. Pollum had 
taken 3 half dollars from Allen's poc- 
ket at PuBois.
